Cmmission at Ottawa is Prepared to 
Care For Invalided Soldiers 

Provision has already been made by 
the Military hospital and Convalescent 
Homes commission, under the chair- 
manship of Hon. Senator Lougheed, 
for the accommodation in eleven con- 
vale cent homes throughout Canada of 
some 600 invalided Canadian soldiers. 
Before the winter is over it is esti- 
mated that some 2,000 men will have 
been looked after by the commission 
and suitably taken care of after their 
arrival in Canada until discharged 
from the service by the military medi- 
cal boards, So far as the commission 
has been able to do it, every invalided 
soldier who has so far returned from 
the tront has been looked after, In 
any case where a returning soldier 
has not been placed in a convalescent 
home it is because he has not applied 
for such accommodation, or the com-

Finish of Bulgaria 


Russia Today is Stronger Than at Be- 
ginning of Conflict 

“We have been prepared for such an 
eventuaity, We will send an army in- 
to buigaria, and when the war is ove! 
there will be no such country in exist 
ence,” 

This was the reply of Vladimir V.} 
Ber, one of the most distinguished 
russian citizens now in England, on 
behalf of the Russian war munitions 
committee, when asked the eftect on 


the ontry of bulgaria into the war 
would have on Russia, 
“Bulgarians will not want to fight 


the Russiaus,” he continued, “but the 
Russians will surely fight the Bul- 
garians now that they nave turned 
traitors to Russia,” 

Hie not only stamped as worthless 
reports emanating from 
Geriman sources of the tendencies to- 
ward revolution in Russia, and the 
growth of sentiment for a sepurate 
peace, but declared emphatically that 
ia is stronger today than at the 


beginning of the ward 
“So far as We ar@¥concerned,” he 


remarked, “Russia is only just begin- 
ning.” Referring to his work with 
regard to the munitions problems, he 
said; “Perhaps | shall be here for two 
yearg more.” His inference was evi- 
dent. Rus was making coutracts 
for munitions for periods oi two years 
Hie continued: 

“We have the means and the men 
to carry on the war as long as may be 
necessary. Germany will be defeat- 
ed. She is fighting now without re-| 
serves, Besides, no nation can sur- | 
vive when it has based its relations 
with the world on lies and deceit, and 
when its leaders and government de- | 
liberately mislead their own people.” 


To Supply Vegetable to Europe

Keceiving No Education 


Serious News Regarding Saskatche- 
wan Schools in Non-English 
Settlements 


(Contributed by Norman F. Black, 
M.A,, D.Paed., Regina) 

The great non-political campaign of 
discussion on educational topics, in- 
augurated on the invitation of Premier 
Scott and Mr. Willoughby, leader of 
| the Opposition, is bringing prominent- 
ly to the attention of the people of 
Suskatchewan many facts of a very 
Startling character, If a primary pur- 
pose of the elementary schools is to 
| prepare the rising generation in this 
; province for the riguts, privileges and 
{duties of citizenship in an English- 
\speaking and self-governing commun- 
jity, it is evident that the people must 
jface the facts in a serious and non 
| partisan manner and help the authori- 
(ties to enact and enforce proper mea- 
} sures of reform, 

Professor Oliver of Saskatoon has, 
through Saskatchewan Public Kduca- 
tion League, made public the results 
of a very extensive investigation made 
by him with regard to conditions in 
non-English settlements. Everyone 
knows, of course, that many hundreds 
of Saskatchewan children are growing 
up with no education at all. For ex- 
ample there are some 1,100 Commun 
ity Doukhobors in northeastern Sas- 
katchewan, none of whom send their 
chilaren to school, Hundreds of other 
children of non-English-speaking par 
entage, though rec 1g a nominal 
schooling, generally in parochial 
hools, are receiving either no in- 


little ag to be entirely inadequate 

This state of affairs characterizes 
numerous districts where, despite the 
law of the land, no public schools are 
being maintained. For example, in the 
neigi.borhood of Warman and Hague, 
Dr, Oliver found seventeen viliag 
and communities without any public 
schools. The many hundred Mennon 
ite children of these localities are de- 
pendant for their education on paroch- 
ial schools not at present subject to 
any government supervision whatever. 
‘In the schools of 800 of these young 
citizens of Saskatchewan, no word of 
} English is ever taught or spoken. Dr. 
Oliver is authority tor the statement, 
based upon his own personal observa- 
jtion, that not a single teacher in 
| charge of any of these children knows 
MInglish himself well enough to be able 
o teach it to anybody else. 

In the vicinity of Humboldt also, 
Dr. Oliver found many German dis- 
tricts in which independent private 
schools, conducted at least half the 
day in German, are being maintained 
instcad of publie schools, with a view 
to avoiding all government control 
over the subject-matter and method of 
the education extended to the children. 
at least some of our French set- 
tleme Iso Dr. Oliver found that in 
{| suffi attention is being devoted to 
| familiarizing the children with the 
English language. 

Dr. Oliver has also made a special 
study of a rural municipality in the 
northeastern part of the province, set- 
tled almost exclusively by Doukhobor3; 
and Ruthenians. Of a hundred homes 
at which he made personal visits, only 
‘three provide readers for any Can- 
adian newspaper published in English, 
The Ruthenian papers taken stand de- 
finitely for resistance to the process of 
national assimilation. In ten schools 
isited in this locality he found only 
teen children representing English- 
families. In eight out of 
fourteen schools the teachers were 
Ruthenians and in many cases they 
were using their mother tongue freely 
to supplement the instruction in Eng- 
lish. Of the 25 Ruthenian teachers in 
one inspectorate, the school inspector 
classified 6 ag doing good 
‘fair, and 9 poor. Of the 200 school 
| dis s in which the majority of the 
jratepayers are Ruthenian, 75 or 80 
}employ Ruthenian teachers, less than 
fa dozen of whom hold professional cer- 
tificates,

Director of Recruiting Talks of the 
Fallacy of ‘Wearing Germany 
Out” 

“Great Britain needs 3,000,000 more 
men by spring.” This declaration was 
made by Brig.-Gen, Sir kric Swayne, 
director ob recruiting in the northern 

command, in a speech at Hull. 

Gen. Swayne estimated tnat Gel 
many still has between 9,000,000 and 
10,000,000 men from the ages of 18 to 
40, wud tuat therefore it is useless 
to talk about wearing Germany out. 

In the spring, said he, Germany 
would have. lost more men than the 
allies, which would balance the num- 
ber of the gllies and the central pow- 
rs, but if, Great Britain should raise 
8,000,000 additional, Germany probably 
would recognize that it would be use- 
Jess to contipue. Great Britain, he 
added, did not want:compulsion, but 
unless 8,000,600 more men were re- 
eruited by ‘the spring,. the military 
autuorities could not be responsible 
for the war.

| Recently there oas been a sweep- 


‘ing roundup of spies and suspects of 
various kinds of the German author- 
ities in Beigium, according to mes- 
sages from the Dutch frontier, It 
is said that there have been hund- 
reds of arrests and scores of execu- 
tions. The roundup followed the be- 
ginning of the Anglo-French activity 
on the Western front. 

General von Bissing Issued a long 
' proclamation containing references 
to “attempts by Belgians to endanger 
the safety of the German army,” and 
| threatening penalties of the utmost 
severity against such persons detect- 
{ed committing offences against the 
specially devised code o1 regulations 
| for the conduct of civilians, 

Immediately after thts proclamation 

|came a series of wholesale arrests in 
| Various parts of the country, including 
many persons of high social standing, 
} who were accused either of espionage 
or assisting in the escape of Belgian, 
French or English persons. There fol- 
‘lowed also, it is said, numerous mill- 
|tary trials for the arrested civilians, 
the result of which is known only in 
a few cases. 
. Virtually no details of the execution 
of Miss Edith Cavell, the English wo- 
man who had been the head of a train- 
ing school in Brussels, who was charg- 
ed with harboring English, French and 
Belgians, and assisting them to escape 
from Belgium, and of other civilians, 
have reached the frontier, It is said 
the Spanish ambassador at Brussels 
vainly endeavored to intervene in Miss 
Cavell’s behalf. 

The brief official proclamation an- 
nouncing the execution of Miss Cavell 
gives the names of four other persons 
who were sentenced to death, all of 
them Belgians. They were Philip 
Baucq, an architect; Louise Thulier, a 
schoo] teacher; Louis Severin, a chem- 
ist. and the Countess Johanna De 
| Belleville. The proclamation also 
gives the names of 23 persons who 
were sentenced to varying terms of 
{mprisonment, including a ten year 
term for the popular Princess Marie 
De Croy, of Bellignies, who comes 
from one of the highest families of 
Belgian aristocracy. 

According to advices to the Dutch 
newspaper there has been additional 
executiong and imprisonments in al- 
most every important town in Bel- 
gium, including five executions at 
Bruges and the imprisonment of 94 
workmen at Lesse for “insubordina- 
tion.”

ns in Belgium | Allies Must Win in Balkans 


| Germans Make Sweeping Roundup | Will be Either Grave of German Am- 


bitions or of British Hopes 

J. L. Garvin writes in the London 
Observer: 

“We know now that it must be, 
above all, Great Britain’s work in the 
oalkans. We krow equally weil that 
vie Balkang in the ininiteiy frightful 
weeks before us will either be the 
grave of German ambition or the 
svave of British hopes. lf we fail in 
tue near east, there can be no thor- 
ough victory over the central pow- 
ers. We may and shall fight them 
to a standstil, but we shall not 
achieve the total overthrow essential 
to a drastic settiement, enduring 
peace, and our own future salety. 

“The conditions are such that if 
only we are strong, and prompt 
enough we can wrest good out of 
evil and turn the Balkan struggle 
entirely and fatally to German dis- 
advantage, The enemy is at pres- 
ent blocked {n France, blocked on the 
Italian frontier, blocked in Russia, In 
ul Luree directions the Germans have 
reached their limit. If they are 
blocked in the Balkans during the 
next few weeks and brought visibly 
to their limit in that direction also, 
the central empires, with limited 
numberg and coming to their last re- 
serves, will have stretched out their 
iighting line to its longest and thin- 
nest. If they are but held on that line 
to begin with, it can be more Cer- 
tainly ruptured in its weakest point, 
they will then press in on fronts, in 
due course, by the accumulating 
strength of the allied forces, employed 
with increasing superiority of num- 
bers on a combined offensive working 
from west, east and south. 

“The enemy in the Balkans {fs play- 
ng his last card. The allies in 
France and Belgium can in any 
case keep their front impregnable. 
Under the new conditions they can 
postpovre their western offensive if 
they choose, so as to make it more 
crushing at a later stage. 

“It suits Gen. Joffre that the Ger- 
mans in the pursuit of the Balkan 
adventure should either be compelled 
positively to reduce their strength 
vetween the North Sea and the Vos- 
ges or should have the ytmost dif- 
uculty in supplying the reinforce- 
ments required to keep up to a e 

eu strength against the Fran- 
co-British armies, They are just the 
conditions required to accelerate the 
coming of the final situation, when 
Gen. Joffre will have it in his grasp 
o Win the crowning victory of the 
European war, 

“In the east Russian 1s already re- 
lieved to a remarkable degree by the 
transfer to the Balkan frontier of the 
armies under Mackenzen, Galwitz and 
Eichorn. Our Russian allies have a 
breathing space. The Czar’s armies 
in the next stage a few months hence 
could swing their offensive with 
greater effect against an enemy weak- 
ened on the eastern front by the di- 
version of troops and reinforcements 
of guns and munitions toward the 
Danube,

Parceis 
should be very strongly packed, A 
singie sheet .f brown paper or a thin 
cvarauboard box such as a shoe box does 
no alford sulficient protection, Even 
where proper miuteriaig are used, it is 
important that the contents should be 
uputly packed s0 as uot to shake 
about in transmission. 


In view of the exceptional condi- 
tions of transit, involving several 


(rausshipments and exposure to great 
heat, it is necessary that parcels for 
the Mediterrancan Expeditionary 
corce should be very caretuliy packed 

The following regulations are made 
as\a result of the experience of the 
army post office: Small parcels are 
found to arrive in better condition 
(nan large parcels. If a large con- 
signment has to be sent it is better 
oO send two or three small 
than one large one.

Enforcing a Weed Law 


One System in Unted States That is 
Proving Efficient 

Different methods tor combating 
the noxious weed problem have been 
adopted by the Dominion and pro- 
vyincial governments, but none have 
yet succeeded in banishing the 
weeds, 

We are interested in noting a 
uoxious weed law which is being 
eniorced in the state of Washington 
in that state the botanist of the 
State College, and the botanist oi 
the State University are empowered 
co deciare a weed to be noxious wuen 
it interferes seriously with agricu. 
ture, The botanists notify the coun 
ty auditors of the counties where.n 
he weeds are growing. Then tlic 
county auditors publish this infor- 
imation for four successive weeks in 
the local newspapers. In then be 
comes the duty of each road super- 
visor to see that the law is carrica 
out. When he finds that an owner 
xf land is permitting noxious weeds | 
io grow illegally he serves notices | 
that these weeds must be destroycd 
within ten days from the date ot 
notice. In case the owner does not 
do this , the road supervisor enters 
upon the premises and destroys tue 
weeds. The bill of exepnse is sub- 
mitted to the owner. If the owner 
does not pay the bill, it is then sub 


mitted to the board of county com- 
missioners, Who shall order it paid 
if found correct. The awount is en- 


tered on the tax rolis for the cur- 
rent year, and it is collected with 
penalty and interest as other taxes 
are collected. ‘The road supervisors 
are instructed with the duty of pre- 
venting the spread of noxious weeds 
on the highways. 

This Washington law {s apparently 
effective, and at the same time tair 
to all parties concerned. When one 
passes along the railroad lines and 
along the highways of our different 
provinces and sees the wondertul 
opportunity for weed propagation 
and distribution, he must wonder 
there is not some more effective 
weed law that we could adopt.

Surely tne carping critics who think 
this is a good time to embarrass Sir 
Edward Grey and Lord Kitchener with 
tlouts and jioes and sneers, do not re- 
alize the magnitude of the task Great 
Britain has set herself to perform, and 
is performing g0 well. Naturally, we 
expect nothing better from Britain’s 
foes; the iguorant savages, who in 
their blindness bow down to the Kais- 
er. Britain’s faithful allies have 
been unsparing in their tributes of ad- 
miration of her faithfulness to them 
and her splendid achievements up to 
the present time. The yellow press, 
the disappointed contract hunters, the 
cads with unsatisfied ambitions, and 
the political soreheads, who see in Bri- 
tain’g extremity a possible opportuni- 
ty to advance their silly or petty fads, 
and at all events to keep themselves 
before the public enjoy an unseemly 
and unenviable monopoly of the snarl- 
ing business. Look at the length of 
Britain's far-flung battle line, The 
critics only see the comparatively 
short but desperately contested front 
held by the British troops in Belgium 
and France. More sane observ3rs see 
Britain engaged upon a battle front 
extending ail around the world. The 
British Navy hus prevented France 
from being blockaded, and saved both 
!ngland and France from invasion by 
sea. ‘Today it is still protecting the 


British and French shores, blockading 


the North Sea coasts of Germany, 
Sweden and Denmark, It has reduced 
the submarine warfare of the war 
zone to insignificance; it is effectively 
guarding the Suez Canal and Egypt 
against a very real danger; it is as- 
faulting the forts of the Dardanelles, 
holding the treacherous King of 
Greece in check; keeping the second 
biggest navy in the world in innocent 
desuetude. It has swept the high 
seas of German ghipping and paralyz- 
ed German commerce, All the Ger- 
man colonies but one have fallen to 
British arms, and that one is failing. 
The British army is fighting not only 
with beasts in Belgium and Northern 
France, but with Turks in Gallipoli, 
the Euphrates valley, on the Turco- 
Egyptian border, and in the country 
back of Aden. It is landing troops 
in Greece to go to the aid of Servia. 
Soon the British troops will have to go 
to the rescue of the American mis- 
sionaries and their converts in Ar- 


How Japan Helps 


Count Okuma, Premier, Tells Corres- 
pondent All Possible Aid Will 
be Rendered Aliies 


While Japan will be unable to send 
troops to the European theatre of war 
she will gladly assist the entente al- 
lies as far as she can financially, and 
lend them the support of her arsen- 
als according to Count Okuma, the 
premier, who was interviewed at 
‘Tokio by the Paris Matin’s corres- 
pondent, 

“There was talk last November 
of Japanese forces fighting in Hur- 
ope,” Count Okuma is reported to 
have said. 

“To have done that we should 
have had to send 400,000 men ex- 
pecting to lose 200,000 of them and 
replace them with 200,000 more, We 
have not the necessary/ transports 
for we should have wanted, 2,000,000 
tons of shipping, and our commer- 
cial fleet aggregates only 1,000,000. 
In the face of these figures, Great 
Britain and France understand the 
Impossibility of operating. 

“Our sympathies being as strong 
as ever, we should wish to give 
France our financial support at least, 

d thug perhaps hasten the end of 
the war. Japan is not a great finan- 
cial power, but we have certain re- 
sources. We have just covered twice 
over a government loan of 80,000,000 
yen ($15,000,000) and that probably 
would make the issue of a second loan 
difficult, but to prove our sympathy 
for France we would be happy to give 
our aid, however modest. 

“The impossibility of sending 
troops westward does not prevent us 
from giving the allies naval and 
military support, Our arsenals are 
mobilized as in times of war. We 
play also the role of sentinel in the 
Far East preventing our enemies 
from fomenting revolt among the 
warlike Mussulman people who 
might be tempted to profit from your 
difficulties, We are doing everything 
necessary to guard against damage to 
the Trans-Siberian railway whereby 
our supplies reach Russia, The prin- 
ciples back of all Japanese action is 
that while our allies are fighting we 
shall not allow them to be attacked 
from behind.”

Anyway, up to the present time only 
about half a million Armenian men 
have been murdered and a few hun- 
dred thousand Armenian- women ravy- 
ished and converted to Mohammedan- 
ism by the Turkish allies of their most 
Chrisian Majesties of Austria and Ger- 
many, With the tacit consent of those 
august monarchs. Even a protest from 

Washington might save a few of the 
American proteges in Armenia; but 
nobody knows how, Herr Balin, Count 
Bernstorff and others of the same kind 
would take it. They might be quite 
annoyed, or, on the other hand, they 
might be provoked to derisive laugh- 
ter, 

The task at Gallipoli is not nearly 
!so simple as it looks, The peninsula 
is long and narrow, so narrow that a 
comparatively small force can hold it 
a long time against a much bigger one. 
It is a question of time and exhaustion 
in men and resources, The treachery 
of King Ferdinand has done much to 
postpone the capture of Constantino- 
ple and so to prolong the war; but the 
capture is only postponed, 

General Greene, of the U.S.A., In a 
lecture before the New York State 
Historical association the other day, 
estimated the war streng{h of the al- 
lies at 7,940,000 and of the enemy at 
5,260,000. He places the losses of the 
allies at 4,167,000, and of Germany, 
Austria and Turkey at 3,830,000. How 
long can each side keep up? The 
general says the total population upon 
which the allies can draw is 739,000,- 
000, as compared with 155,000,000 who 
owe allegiance to the Kaiser, Francis 
Joseph and the Sultan. The end is not 
yet, but it is sure, in spite of all that 
our enemies can do abroad, and our 
traitors can do at home, : 


In the meantime British diplomacy 
has its hands full from United States 
eastward to the Far East. Bren 
statesmanship is grappling with indts- 
trial war and financing all civilization 
for the war; and the “nation of shop- 
keepers” is still getting a fair share of 
the world’s trade. 


The Magic of Garlic 


Has Been Proven to Have Magical 
Properties in the Treatment of 
Wounds 
One of the most important medical 
discoveries of the war is the magical 
properties of garlic as an antiseptic. 
It has proved to be a tremendous boon 
to the wounded soldiers, The discov- 
ery was first announced in the Lancet 
by Dr. A, D. Serrell Cooke and Dr. V. 
Gabriel, two London medical men who 
introduced the remedy into Padding- 
ton Infirmary with remarkable results. 
Of the hundred cases treated there 
not a single failure was recorded. 
Most of these cases were of people in 
very weak health and with terribly in- 
fected wounds, and of infirm, old peo- 
ple who appeared to have no chance 
of recovery. Equally gratifying results 
have been obtained at the front. When 
applied to a wound the garlic stops 
the infection and heals the wound in 
an astonishingly quick time, where 
other antisepetics injure the tissues 
if used at the strength required to ar- 
rest the infection, The juice gets the 
infection under control within forty- 
years hours, even in the worst cases, 
The medical properties of garlic 
were Well known in our grandmothers’ 
days, and no garden was considered 
complete that did not make provision 
for medicinal herbs, including garlic. 
But the medical lore of women has 
almost died out. While travelling in 
France recently an army doctor found 
an old peasant woman carrying a 
bunch of garlic, She said she rubbed 
pieces of garlic on sores and found 
that they cured them, 
caries in India effect cures by using 
it as a plaster. Garlic is a popular 
article of diet in Southern Europe, 
and its pungent flavor may be detect- 
ed any day when passing through the 
foreign quarters of our cities. The 
discovery of its antiseptic properties 
has enhanced its value, English drug- 
gists now order it by the ton where 
formerly they only stocked small 
quantities. The juice costs about six 
cents an ounce. It is obtained by 
crushing the vegetable, The juice is 
then filtered, diluted with three to 
four‘parts of distilled water, and ap- 
plied to the wound with a syringe.—

Guns Soon Stop the Bombs 

An officer of a Highland Territorial 
battalion at the front, writing’ on tle 
effect of big gun fire, says; 

One hears a tremendous crash, and 
then a cloud of white smoke and 
chalk rises in our trenches, caused by 
the explosion of a German trench- 
mortar bomb or an aerial torpedo, 
Five or six of these come over, and 
then far behind us we hear a com- 
paratively low crack and a rumbling 
sound resembling a railway train in 
the distance, 

This sound passes overhead, and 
soon We see a tremendous black-and- 
white cloud rising among the German 
trenches, ‘The sound of the explosion, 
comes a few seconds later, When 
others arrive, all near the same place, 
the German trench mortars stop im- 
mediately, and we realize the moral 
and real effect of high-explosive 
shells of large calibre.

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United States Citizen Writes of His 
Impressions After a Year in 
England 


In a letter to the New York Tribune 
a citizen of the United States writes 
of the “British Spirit” after an exper- 
ience of a year’s residence in London 
as follows; 

“It was painful leaving there, when 
everybody we knew, all the nation, is 
suffering untold anxieties, incredible 
woe, making sacrifices of blood and 
treasure, enduring all things in silent, 
magnificent patience, with unflinching 
courage. ‘To come over here and be 
safe, to get out of the stress and 
strain, seemed to me to be like sneak- 
ing away from friends in distress, al- 
most cowardly. How kind our friends 
all were—bidding us a cheery good- 
bye and a happy home-coming—and 
the formula so often and so earnestly 
repeated, ‘Come to us again in hap- 
pier days.’ 

“I would not have forgotten the ex- 
perience of the past year; I would not 
have missed the opportunity of seeing 
England in her time of trouble; noth- 
ing could make up to me the loss of 
that great privilege. I do not exagger- 
ate when I say that the year in Great 
Britain was the most intensely inter- 
esting and inspiring year of my life 
since that year so long ago when the 
Civil War was endeu and our coun- 
try remained undivided. It was won- 
derful to witness the ennobling of 
England, the splendid fashion in 
which that nation consecrated itself 
to the maintenance of all the grand 
and great ideals that have made her 
mighty and worthy of praise in her 
long past. And, oh! how I envied 
those who were privileged to work for 
her—and I could do nothing but sit 
and hold my breath and look with 
streaming eyes—fists clenched—and 
pray for her success. 

“Our last night but one in London 
was the night of the Zeppelin raid. I 
wouldn't have missed having that ex- 
perience, There were seven women in 
my cousin’s house during the 25 
minutes of bomb dropping, and air- 
gun firing, and many of the reports 
made the windows rattle. But none of 
the seven exhibited the slightest trace 
of fear or nervousness. I do not ex- 
aggerate. And yet they were real 
women, and I imagine any or all of 
them would have climbed up onto the 
piano if a mouse had_ entered the 
room, And it was so all over London. 

“And these are the people whose 
subjugation is regarded as a possible 
thing by the butchers of Belgium and 
the murderers of the Lusitania’s wo- 
men and children! May I suggest an 
explanation of the besotted fury of 
the Germans against the British, and 
of their desire to turn the British Is- 
lands like Belgium, into a pit of agony 
and shame? It is tne explanation giv- 
en years ago by a wise British pub- 
licist, writing on Bismarck’s hatred. 
Bismarck, he said, felt his inferiority 
to an English gentleman and it made 
him writhe. That is what is the 
matter with the Germans, 

“They hate the British because 
every time they come in contact with 
a member of the race they feel their 
inferiority in everything that spells 
breeding, taste, the social decencies, 
the point of honor, It bites like acid 
through their dirty vanity and they 
itch for revenge, the revenge of physi- 
cal violence and spiritual torture. It 
is amusing as well as disgusting to 
see them trying to explain away their 
‘scrap of paper’ hypothesis and to see 
the man Lissauer essaying foolish re- 
grets for his gutter-song of ‘hate.’ 
They have no regrets for wrong done. 
But they are beginning to realize what 
decent people think of them and their 
vanity squirms again as they once 
more sense dimly their ingrained in- 
feriority.” 


We forget that a nation’s reputation 
may be shattered by a careless word 
from one of its high officials until we 
recall that only last year Germany's 
poor standing among neutral countries 
was completely torpedoed by an im- 
patient reference to “a scrap of pap- 
er.” This apparent contempt for the 
treaty guaranteeing the neutrality of 
Belgium convinced many in this coun- 
try that all the statements made 
against the Germans were true. It 
was a serious blunder. The British 
wisely made the most of Dr. von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg's hasty remark to the 
British ambassador at Berlin. Other 
;countries have often treated obliga- 
tions like scraps of paper, but the 
vivid words today have only one mean- 
ing.—Boston Globe.

Women of Berlin Fight For Scraps of 
Food Left by Soldiers 


The Berlin Vorwaerts, the leading 
organ of the Socialist party, says: 

“It is no exaggeration to say that 
in Berlin thousandg of persons are 
battling dai?y for a small quantity 
of meat and lard, The battle is 
none the less intense because it is not 
fought with weapons or even hard 
words. It is a battle when persons 
are compelled to expend time and 
strength all through the damp, cold 
autumn night waiting for a scrap of 
meat. Yet what happens to the 
thousands who day by day wait out- 
side the shops in the municipal centre 
for the sale of meat and fat? Masses 
of people crush together long before 
the opening hour of these places in 
their eagerness. As soon as the mar- 
kets are opened they nearly tear the 
clothes off one another’s backs in or- 
der to get the coveted treasure. The 
crush at the corner of Eldena and 
Thaer streets is tremendous. Here 
the municipality sells lard, frozen 
meats and fresh mutton. Numerous 


women, though repeatedly knocked 
down and injured, wait for hours. 
Thousands of would-be purchasers, 


mostly women, remain, some fainting 
with fatigue, during the whole night 
braving the cold and drenching show- 
ers. 

On the afternoon of Wednesday 
numerous women assembled in front 
of the places in order to be in good 
time when they opened Thursday 
morning, but they were driven away 
by the police, and were not allowed 
to assemble again until evening. 
There were hundreds supplied with 
stools and hassocks, which they 
placed along the walls. Here they 
waited the livelong night in the 
open, in the autumn showers, 

“Tire booths were opened and the 
sale went on until ten o'clock. The 
police let the people through - the 
barriers in batches, At $9.30 there ara 
about a hundred persons in the booths. 

“No one is allowed in after these 
have been served. About a thousand 
still remain outside, These unfor- 
tunates had waited in vain all night 
in the street. 

“As we entered, the crowd was 
hearing the complaints of these. 
Numerous women surrounded us and 
told us that for three or four nights 
they had been waiting patiently for 
the doors to open, but could never get 
forward in time. They had to go home 
each time wtih empty baskets. They 
complained of the unfairness of the 
methods employed in distributing sup-

plies to favorites,” 

The Taeglische Rundschau says: 
“Can nothing be done to end the 
pititul spectacle of which the Berlin 
military depots and barracks are con- 
Stantiy the scene? Towards noon, day 
after day, a motley crowd assembles 
at the doors of these buildings. It. is 
composed, not of soldiers in field grey, 
but of shame faced drabmen and 
women, ancient, wrinkled, shriveled 
sittie grandmothers, oid men, young 
women and children, armed with the 
most grotesque receptacles. They 
take their stand there and wait pat- 
iently for an hour and a half, some- 
times in a pelting rain, until the cook- 
house sweeper appears’ carrying a 
huge tin saucepan containing an im- 
possibla medley, the leavings of the 
soldiers’ dinner, pieces of fat meat and 
bone, bread, potatoes, and table offal 
of all kinds, an unspeakable, sloppy 
mess. At his appearance a momentary 
sparkle of anticipation lights up the 
faded eyes and the poor, old bodies 
as they hobble forward to present 
their pots and pans. The younger 
and more robust among the waiting 
crowd, however, soon elbow and push 
them aside, with the result that they 
go as they come, with their hands 
as empty as their stomachs, Then 
they try again the next day, until 
they coilapse.” 

The food shortage {s not confined 
to Berlin. According to the Tage- 
blatt, the commissariat arrangements 
to supply the German troops at Galli- 
poli have broken down hopelessly. 

“Our troops yonder,” the Tagblatt 
says, “though not at the starvation 
point, are sutfering serious privations, 
We must send them food. Compli- 
ments on their bravery they do not 
need, Such things do not give susten- 
ance. If a sufficient supply cannot be 
sent speedily enough by the authori- 
ties, individual Germans at home must 
make more sacrifices and hasten re- 
lief to our men fighting in a foreign 
land where all is strange and unhome- 
like. 

“Nor Is {t food alone that they want. 
As compared with the English, whose 
equipment is irreproachable, whose 
adaptability to the exigencies of the 
climate is exemplary, there is much 
left to be desired by our forces in 
several respects other than in food 
supplies.”

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REIGNERS ON THRONES ARE THE 
BANE OF BULGARIA AND GREECE 


NATIVES LED TO DESTRUCTION BY OWN RULERS 


That Bulgaria, Following the Example of Turkey, Should with 
Eyes Wide Open Have Submitted to the Lure of the 
Kaiser, is a Marvel to Mankind 


General satisfaction is expressed at 
the discovery that the allies are not 
disposed to make with Bulgaria the 
fatal mistake which a year ago helped 
Germany to play her game with Tur- 
key as @ pawn, 

Immediately after commencement 
of war grave suspicions were aroused 
by the action of the Porte. The allied 
powers, probably thinking it incredible 
that Turkey should commit the sui- 
cidal act of throwing in her lot with 
Germany and Austria, contented them- 
selves with offering sound advice. It 
was not till Nov. 5 in last year that 
Great Britain declared war against 
Turkey. Meanwhile Germany, having 
a free hand, utilized the interval by 
flooding Constantinople with officers, 
military and naval, who took over 
charge of the Turks’ army and fleet. 
They erected, manned and armed the 
elaborate fortifications of Gallipol. 
that have cost so much to the allied 
armies. Profiting by experience the 
civilized powers served Bulgaria with 
an ultimatum having a run of twenty 
four hours, promptiy following up its 
termination by landing an Anglo 
French expeditionary force at Sa 
onika, 

That Bulgaria, following the ex 
ample of Turkey, should with eyes 
wide open have submitted to the lure 
of the Kaiser, is a marvel to mankind. 
He seems to have the paralyzing pow- 
er of the octopus which, stretching 
forth a tentacle right or left, seizes an 
unresisting victim. His plan is simple, 
identical in its operation at Constanti- 
nople and Sofia, To both he promised 
on the conclusion of the war large 
tracts of other people's lands. That, of 
course, assumed that he would come 
out of the fight conqueror, arbiter of 
the fate of four nations—Great Brit- 
ain, France, Russia and Italy, not to 
mention Japan. Of course, his dream, 
involving payment of vast indemni- 
ties by the subject nations, may be 
realized. On the other hand, it may 
not. In such cases, Turkey and Bul- 
garia will have to share with Germany 
and Austria the heavy penalty of dis- 
turbance of the peace of the world. 

The pitiful thing is that on the way 
to ruin the people, Turks and Bulgars 
are being led to the slaughter house 
by their rulers in opposition to their 
own desires, The Turks have been 
driven into a conflict with which they 
had no concern by a set of men pam- 
pered and bribed by Berlin. They are 
at least natives. The King of Bul- 
garia, like the King of Greece, is an 
alien, of German lineage. The King 
of Greece, who withstands the na- 
tional desire to join the allied powers, 
a Dane by birth, is married to a sister 


of the Kaiser. To the simple mind it 
seems incredible that  interlopers, 
neither of supreme capacity, should 
be able to balk the wishes of a na 
tion. 

An officer invalided home after the 
battle of Huluch tells me he was sur- 
prised at the result of the magnificent 
advance of the British forces on the 
German lines. During prolonged duty 
in the trenches he closely studied 
them and had sorrowfully arrived at 
the conclusion that they were im- 
pregnable. As we know, that was a 
view confidently shared by the Ger- 
mans. What achieved the, apparent.y 
impossible was the terrific tire kept 
up day and night from British bat- 
teries. There is now no shortago of 
supply, whether of guns or of ammuni- 
tion. 

the first evidence of the new state 
of things is seen in this successful at- 
tack, resulting in an important ad- 
vance of the British and French posi- 
ion. ‘There is, he said, no’ prospect 
4ow of relapse into the former condi- 
ion of affairs. The consequence is 
hat the forward movement will be 
ontinued till the Germans are driven 
sut of France and Flanders. While 
in a quietly determined manner and 
speech this high authority, fresh from 
he scene of conflict, is thug hopefu), 
ne does not overlook or minimize the 
danger and difficulty ahead. The Ger- 
mans are on the homeward march. 
But they will make it, at least, to be- 
gin with, exceedingly slow, taking 
heavy toll from the driving force in 
the rear, 

What puzzles the officer is the ner 
lect of the Germans to adopt the 
strategy that proved successful in the 
case of the British and the Frencn. 
As Belgium learned more than twelve 
months ago and as the Russians have 
been taught afresh within the last 
five or six weeks, Germany alone 
among the combatant nations has not 
been hampered by insufficient ‘supply 
of gun and shells. Presumably,  in- 
deed in accord with information ac- 
quired at headquarters, she has for 
months and at her command mun}- 
tions equal in calibre and quantity to 
those which Sir John French mada 
such effective use. Why did she not 
turn them on the British trenches and 
work there the havoc later wrought 
by British guns upon German 
trenches? That is a mystery my 
friend could not fathom. Knowing his 
|German, he surinises that it concea's 
facts revelation of which would be ex- 
ceedingly usetul at British and French 
headquarters.—Sir Henry Lucy in the 
New York Sun.
